‘The handling of their 
ease provides, therefore, a strong 
argument against subscription to 
the theory that the methods of 
Chinese Courts—or rather their: 
freedom from executive and 
political interference—are ade-| 
quately aligned with Western 
practice and justify abandon- 
ment of the extraterritorial safe- 
guards still possessed by 30 
many foreigners here. Other- 
wise it seems that the Chi 
authorities have been at some 
wins to ensure for Mr. and 
Noulens as comfortable a 
detention as circumstances and 
resources’ permit, No prisoner, 
awaiting trial or under trial 
ean avoid the inevitable risks 
and jrksomeness of confinement, 
At this time of the year special 
‘sympathy must go out to anyone 
in ‘that position. ‘There is 
ground for urging the authoriti 
to take every possible step for 
the expedition of the trial, in the 
interests of thelr own reputation 
as of ordinary considerations of 
humanit 
This much can be said. It 
cannot be ignored, however, that 
the device of hunger-striking is 
despicable and discredited by!

‘were effectively allayed when the 
announcement of Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald's success was made. 
‘The main obstacles to recovery 
were not left standing; their re- 
‘moval was settled ond’ measures 
taken to ensure enforcement. Sir 
John Sinen and M Herriot, by 
their respective statements’ as 
published to-day, have shown that 
the spirit of the Pact is to be 
carefully safeguarded. There have 





‘been various precipitate —com- 
ments indicating uneasiness in 
fone quarter or another. The be- 


lief that some of the signatories 
of Lausanne's Treaty were devis- 
ing wicked secrecies gained a 
little ground. Sir John Simon’ 
vivid expression: “looking for 
‘ward” describas the pyschology of 
the new regime thus inaugurated. 
M. Herriot sees another and a 
better Entente Cordiale—aimed 
At co-operation with and not in 
defensive aggression against 
other European countries. The 
vision is weleome. During recent 
controversies the energies of the 
best minds on both sides of the 
Channel have been directed to- 
wards the attainment of a freer 
and clearer Anglo-French under- 
standing. To a large extent this 
thas been helped by mutual 
anxiety for the preservation of 
the League of Nations. The 
main factor, however, must have 
‘beon the relentless revelations of 
the economic issues which have 0 
startlingly asserted their do 
minance over political prejudices 
and apprehensions. 

Nor could it have been possible, 
during the discussions of the 
problems of Lausanne, for Eng- 
lishman or Frenchman alike to 
avoid recalling the deeper signi- 
ficance of the alliance of 1914-18. 
‘The memory would be all the 
more poignantly compelling be- 
catige it was revived in an asso- 
ciation admittedly designed to 
consolidate friendship with the 
foe of that day. No stronger 
guarantee can be given to Ger- 
many of the intentions of the 
Lausanne Agreement to wipe the 
slate clean than the creation of 
this new entente cordiale. It gives 
4 message to Europe as a whole. 
It indicates recognition of the 
danger of further encouraging the 
erection of barriers to commer- 
cial intercourse. In this sense 
King Albert of Belgium's strik- 
ing appeal to the assembled states- 
men at Lausanne, through his 
Prime Minister, may be said to 
have borne fruit. With the will- 
ing support of other of the 
smaller nations of Europe a 
blow has been struck for the res- 
toration of free trade. It is 
hardly possible to imagine the 
successful co-operation of France 
and Great Britain on the lines set 
out in the Foreign (Secretary's 
statoment without there being, in 














the long run, a determined revi 
sion of tariff policies. 

For, in  essenee, the part 
which, under the influence of| 
this four-point entente, Europe 
is to be asked to play is one of 
independence and vigorous vin- 
dication “of progressive mea- 
sures. A lead is given for the 
cradual elimination of the na- 
tional jealousies which have, in 
no small degree, hampered  re- 
covery from the. economic :on- 
sequences of the great upheaval. 
There is no need to deny the 
validity of criticisms which 
affect ‘to see in any concerted 
action a menace to other coun- 
tries. Such criticisms are self- 
destructive, It may be pointed 
out, however, that the terms of 
the Franco-British accord are 
essentially comprehensive rather 
then exelusive. They imply a 
veadiness to proceed as far as 
possible without other support. 
They do not, however, reject 
cooperation for their geaeral 
tenor may be taken to give full 
endorsement to the principle of 
interdependence which has been 
80 well established by the de- 
velopments of the post bellum 
era, That principle cannot b 
surely maintained by a proce: 
‘of demanding for it unwilling 
subscribers, The task of un- 
ravelling the tangle of Europe's 
economic plight is one which re- 
quires the firmest attention to 
the ground ahead, rather than 
close retrospection of past fa 
ures, Europe's plight is fund- 
amentally the plight of the rest 
of the world, By determining 
to apply Europe’s own energies 
in extrication from that plight, 
the Governments of France and 
Great Britain, acting as they ex- 
pressly say, in accordance with 
the spirit of the Covenant of the 
League, are doing their part in 
helping the world to its feet. 
And it will be noted that they 
fattach the greatest importance 
to the Disarmament Conference 
fas the first step towards the 
practical accomplishment of 
their’ aims, Lausanne has 
brought hope and hope is now 
well-enshrined in the Franco- 
British invitation issued with 
the motto: “look forward.

‘The important —_ statement 


published yesterday in exposition 
lof the Shanghai Municipal Coun- 
cil’s defence policy must arouse 
interest. Briefly it may be 
stated that the subject has been 
handled by the various parties 
concerned in accordance with 
immemorial tradition. First 
{there is the report by the detach- 
led expert, Brigadier George 
Fleming, who, concerned chiefly 
with questions of military 
lefficiency, makes various recom: 
mendations in the light of 

experience of the work of the 
Shenghai Volunteer Corps during 
ithe recent emergency. On this 
report the Commandant, well 
Jaware of the local conditions 
which may prevent complete 
adoption of the Brigadier’s pro- 
posals, puts forward a modified 
Jscheme. Thus he hopes to dis- 
farm criticism and, yet, to obtain 
ithe essential improvements re- 
Jauired to make the Corps fully 
jequal to the duties likely to be 
thrown upon it. Both he and 
Brigadier Fleming, it may

A LEADER OF MEN

Unassuming and modest but, 
almost invariably  succe: 
the field, Lord Plumer will go 
down to ‘history as the man who 
straightened ‘out the 
‘Ypres salient for the first ti 
since October 1914, by _ his 
brilliant victory at’ Messines 
Ridge on June 7, 1917. The 
workmanlike character of the 
operation was enhanced by the 
fact that it was effected with 
‘comparatively small loss. Plumer 
‘was 68 when, in the Great War, 
he took over'command of the Ii 
Army in 1915 and became the 
guardian of the now historic 
salient. He was in a real sense 
a soldier's general. His reliet 
of Mafeking in 1900 made him 
‘one of the popular figures of 
that distant time but, even then, 
he was overshadowed by French, 
Haig, Smith-Dorrien and Rawlin- 
son, 
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gave Plumer charge of the Il 
Army and his successful 
handling of his command, in- 
terrupted by a special mission to 
Italy, won for him unqualified 
admiration, 

His capture of Messines Ridge 
has been described as a “brilliant 
military achievement. . . almost 
‘the only true fare 
attack made throughout a 
war.” At the time its immediate 
effect was in giving the British 
forces a much-needed _ tonic. 
History, however, will look upon 
it as a perfect piece of military 
strategy and method. On May 
7 Haig asked Plumer when he 
would be ready to take Messines 
Ridge. Plumer who had been 
‘carefully preparing for the 
effort for the best, part of a year, 
replied: “A month from to-day.” 
He kept his promise to the 
letter. The feat demanded enor- 
‘mous will-power despite the pre- 
parations made; for example 
Plumer had to’ resist strong 
pressure from General Head- 
‘quarters to change his artillery 
adviser. His Chief of Staff was 
General (now Charles 
Harington. 

Plumer’s victory was all the 
more striking because it was 
the preliminary to the ‘Third 
Battle of Ypres in which the 
tragic losses of Passchendaele 
will alwayS stand out asa 
terrible commentary on the 
failure of a General Staff to 
obtain full appreciation of the

NEW TAX IMPOST

Nanking, July 15. 

The Ministry of Finance has dis- 
patched an urgent telegram tothe

ANTI-CHOLERA CAMPAIGN. 
Provision of Water Hydrants. 


Im a report submitted to the 
Health Committee, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Health referred to 
‘a suggestion put forward by the 
Chinese members of the propaganda 
Sub-Committee of the “Conference. 
‘on Cholera Control in Shanghai” 
that hydrants be provided near 
beggar villages for the free supply 
‘of pure water. The Chief Officer 
of the Fire Brigade furnished a 
report embodying _alternative| 
suggestions by which this proposal 
could be given effect, 

In amplification of his written} 
report, the Commissioner of Public 
Health stated that, whilst water| 
infection is definitely a major] 
‘contributory factor to the spread 
of cholera, the provision of a free 
water supply as advocated would 
not, taking into consideration the 
‘customs of certain classes of the| 
Chinese community, entirely remove 
the danger of infection from this| 
souree. A number of wells existed| 
in the various districts and, although 
in many cases the occupants of the| 
properties which they served had a} 
supply of water works water, they| 
continued to use well water. Steps! 
were taken by his Department to 
‘disinfect these wells but, in respect| 
to the water obtained from ponds, 
‘and creeks which was used largely 
for the washing of rice and vege- 
tables, similar disinfection measures 
‘could’ not be undertaken. The 
cholera statistics available offered 

finite proof that impure! 
drinking water was mainly  res- 
ponsible for this disease, and 
‘was noteworthy that in 
respect to the present epidemic} 
Tess cases had occurred in the 
‘districts in which wells and ponds 
were the more abundant. Statistics 
supplied by the Waterworks Com- 
pany showed that 80 per cent of 
‘the population received their water 
supply from the Company; in ai 
tion, at least 5 per cent secured, 
‘their supply from artesian wells| 
and if those who in other ways, 
‘obtained their supply from the Com-

‘of the population obtained their 
water from sources other than the

An encyclopedia, for 
instance, states simply and with 
culpable brevity: “Bulbul—a 
species of Persian and Arabian 
nightingale introduced into 
English poetry by Moore and 
Byron.” For one desiring in- 
formation as to the habits and 














preference of the creature 
there could be nothing more 
unsatisfactory. Who cares 


whether Moore and Byron did 
introduce them into English 
Poetry? It is vastly more im- 
portant to know why they have 
‘white bands round the back of 
their heads. And again, no less 
an authority than Mr. E. S. 
Wilkinson, author of “Shanghai 
Birds,” scouts the name of night- 
ingale. Bulbuls have not been 
known to sing at night, which 
is one of the prime requisites 
for 2 nightingale. The chuckling, 
early morning song is as near 
to a night melody as he has got. 








In this the contrast between 
the bulbul and the human dawn 
ird is emphasised.
